file federal employes opens the way now to bring thousands of these 
jobs into permanent civil service status where they should be. 


Why should internal revenue collectors and others handling taxes, or 


deputy marshals and other routine employes around the federal courts, 
be in politics? There is every reason why they should 
not be. An internal revenue collector who rakes over 
your tax returns has no business raising party funds, 
or even attending a national political convention as 
a delegate. The Hatch bill undertakes to remove 
this type of employe from political machine activity. 


If this measure is supported by public opinion, as 
it evidently is and should be, and if political manag- 
ers are not permitted to bring about a violation of 
its spirit, one of the most significant strides toward 
divorcing politics and routine governmental adminis- 
traton will have occurred. 


The Hatch bill clears the way toward the next step, 


•which is the extension of civil service standards to 
these jobs. It tends to make that step easier because 
it takes away much of the political usefulness of 
this class of job holders.

USE SCREW DRIVERS 


Surgeons have used zippers, nails, 


plates, pins, screws, Ice tongs and 
whatnot for many years. One draw- 
back about any metal inserted or 
buried either in the soft tissues or 
in bone is that it is more or less 
irritant to the tissues. Various met- 
als or alloys have been used for 
these purposes and some of them 
have special advantages. One called 
vitallium recently developed seems 
to approach the ideal of lightness, 
strength and kindness to the tissues 
—that is, this alloy seems to excite 
little or no reaction, cause little or 
no Irritation to the tissues in which 
it is buried. Hence it is favored as 
material for screws, nails and the 
like used by surgeons in bone and 
joint, operations and in the repair 
of certain fractures. 


It merits special mention here for 


a purpose which will interest a 
great many readers. 


One frequently meets people who 


have lost a tooth but have neglected 
or postponed having a denture in- 
stalled or replace the missing tooth, 
either because they are not fully 
conscious of the great value of 
every tooth to health, youth and 
longevity, or because they are re- 
luctant to have one or both adjacent 
teeth pared down to carry crowns 
or bridge supports for an artificial 
tooth to fill the vacant space. 


For the former, shame on them 


for their ignorance. For the latter 
deterrent, every sympathy — surely 
no one with a healthy regard for 
the value of a good sound tooth can 
cheerfully submit to mutilation of a 
sound tooth for the sake of support- 
ing an artificial one in a vacant 
space. To the dentors of America a 
rnUd rebuke for their tardiness in 
bridging this gap in the progress of 
prosthetic dentistry. 
But, happily, the dentors have de- 


veloped what promises to be an 
ideal solution for this problem, in 
what is called the peg tooth..

After sev-' 
eral weeks or months the dentor 
cements to theJiead of the screw an 
artificial tooth with porcelain face 
or jacket, which is almost impos- 
sible to distinguish from the adja- 
cents natural teeth. This peg tooth is 
not only ideal in appearance but 100 
per cent functionally efficient.

The period of revolution of Mars 


around the sun is 687 days at a dis- 
tance of 234.000.000 miles from the 
central luminary. It completes one 
rotation on its axis in 24 hours and 
37 minutes, so that a day on Mars 
would be slightly longer than a 
errestrial day. Mars is smaller than 
he earth, having a diameter of 4,- 
(00 miles. The present approach .of 
Mars is due to the fact that the 
alanet is at its maximum distance, 
he astronomer stated.

SCIENTISTS STUDY MARS 


This week people are thinking a 


great deal about Mars. 
Next 


Thursday afternoon the planet will 
foe the closest it has been in the 
past 15 years. 


When I use the word "closest," 


I mean it only in a certain way. 
Mars never comes really close to 
the earth. On Thursday afternoon 
its distance will be a little more 
than 
36,000,000 miles. 
In other 


words, it will be about 150 times as 
far from us as the moon.

In most years, Mars keeps dis- 


tances of from 50,000,000 to 240,- 
000,000 miles from the earth. 


Mars is about one and a half 


times ass far from the sun as the 
earth. 
Zt does not travel at such 


high speed as the earth. Neither 
Mars nor the earth makes a perfect 
circle in going around the sun. 


If you like to make models of 


things, you might do something on 
a small scale to faring out a few 
facts about the orbits of the earth 
and Mars. At the center of a table,- 
or on the floor or ground,- place an 
orange, and let it represent the sun. 


Next take a small round object, 


say a cherry, and tie a string to it. 
The string should be long enough 
to stretch 19 inches from the or- 
ange. In this model the cherry will 
be the earth. 


Tm not sure what would be best 


for you to use as a model of Mars, 
but it should "be a small round ob- 
ject about half as wide as your 
model of the earth. The string 
should be about 29 inches long. 


Holding the loose end of the cord 


on the orange, you can make, the 
"earth" take a trip around the 
"sun." In the world of Nature one 
full journey takes a year. 


In the same way you can make 


your model of Mars swing around 
the orange. One full journey should 
take almost twice as long as the 
earth's trip around the sun. 


It will be plain that once each 
yesr, the earth will be closer to 
Mars, than at any other time. If 
the two planets moved around in 
perfect circles, they would come as 
close in one year as in any other 
year. Their paths, however, are of 
somewhat oval shape. The path of 
Mars is more oval than the earth's. 
Once in from 15 to 17 years, they 
come as close together as 35,000,000 
of 36,000,000 mfles. At such times, 
astronomers watch the night sky 
with care, trying to learn more 
about our neighbor planet.
